Use of synthetic hormones prop- 


erly mixed with feeds will cause a 
30 per cent faster gain in weight 
on steers and will provide the weight 
while using 10 to 20 per cent less 
feed,' Dwight E. Younkin, Pennsyl- 
vania State University specialist, 
said today at the annual livestock 
day being held by the county agri- 
cultural extension association at the 
court house. 


Better result" are found when 


feeding steers on a high corn fat- 
tening ration, he said, and the cost 
of the hormone supplement to the 
feed is about one cent per steer 
per day. Use of the. supplement 
also works well with steers on a. high 
roughage diet. 


He warned, however, that the 


hormone supplemented feeds should 
be fed only to cattle for slaughter 
and not to breeding cattle, sheep or 
swine. In cattle it may cause breed- 
ing problems, in sheep it causes 
several ailments and there is no 
research* showing that it has any 
value for swine. He said the food 
and drug administration allows its 
use only for beef cattle being fed 
for slaughter. 


Individual farmers cannot obtain 


the" chemical hormone, and it can 
be secured only in mixed feeds. The 
ban against selling it direct to 
farmers is based on difficulties in 
mixing properly and "dangers to .in- 
dividuals handling quantities of the 
chemical. There is no danger, how- 
ever, from feeds, with which it has 
been mixed.

HOMEMADE BOMB 


HARKISBURG .MB-nPolice today 


tested a small homemade 'bomb 
found in a clump of shrubbery near 
the main entrance to the State 
Capitol Building 
- ^ ', 


The crude missile, described, by 


state police as incapable of in- 
flicting any major ' damage, -was 
found by a gardener yesterday less 
than 50 feet from the spot where 
Gov.-George M. Leader was in- 
augurated two weeks ago before 
15,000 persons. 


"From the condition of the paper 


bag in which the explosive matter 
was contained, I would think the 
bomb had only been there a few 
days," state police Commissioner 
Col. C. M. Wilheim said. 


He described the contents of the 


bag- as an aspirin bottle full of 
gunpowder, a small bottle of gas- 
olme, a few matches and a fuse. 


"The most danger there could 


have been would be a loud noise," 
he said. 


"Black Powder" 


John Pete, a state gardener, dis- 


covered the bomo while he gather- 
ed scrap paper alongside steps 
leading from 3rd street to the main 
entrance of the capitol. 


The missile was found at 10 a.m. 


but police made (no mention of it 
until late afternoon following a con- 
sultation among Wilhelm, his staff 
and agent William Miller of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. 


An analysis of the gunpowder in 


the aspirin bottle, Wilhelm said, 
showed it to be the common "black 
powder" type. Its detonation would 
not" have been louder than a .32 
calibre bullet, he added. 


The spot where the bomb was 


found is less than 200 feet-from the 
main entrance of the Capitol Build- 
ing.

Use of synthetic hormones prop- 


erly mixed with feeds will cause a 
30 per cent faster gain m weight 
on steers and will provide the weight 
while u'sins 10 to 20 per cent less 
feed, Dwight E. Younkm, Pennsyl- 
vania State University specialist, 
said today at the annual livestock 
day being held by the county agri- 
cultural extension association at the 
court house. 


Better results are found when 


feeding steers on a high corn fat- 
tening ration, he said, and the cost 
of the hormone supplement to the 
feed is about one cfrt •per steer 
per day. Use of the supplement 
also works well with steers on a high 
roughage diet. 


He warned, however, that the 


hormone supplemented feeds should 
be fed only to cattle for slaughter 
and not to breeding cattle, sheep or 
swine. In. cattle it may cause breed- 
ing pioblems, in sheep it causes 
several ailments and there is no 
research* showing that it has any 
value for swine. He said the food 
and drug administration allows its 
use only for beef cattle being fed 
for slaughter. 


Individual farmers cannot obtain 


the chemical hormone, and it can 
be secured only in mixed feeds. The 
ban against selling it direct to 
farmers is based on difficulties in 
mixing properly and dangers to in- 
dividuals handling quantities of the 
chemical. There is no danger, how 
ever, from feeds, with which it has 
been mixed.

Early "Lambs Bring Problems 
But Better Price Pays Off 


The producer of early lambs has 


his problems, more eian the sheep- 
man who plans lamijijis season for 
warm weather. But usually the Mil- 
ing price of early lambs justifies 
those extra problems, provided you 
can solve them. 


Bad luck during lambing season is 


all too often the result of poor 
management and lack of prepara- 
tion. 


Even though sheep can stand 


considvrai/le cold, they still n«d 
a well-bedded barn, free from drafts 
and damp floors, when lambs are 
dropped during the winter. You 
have to be on hand in person, to 
get a good lamb crop. Lambs may 
need help or they may become 
chilled. You just cannot get a full 
night's sleep and expect to wean a 
big lamb crop. 


Get newly-born lambs dry quickly, 


and their stomachs full of milk. 


t the lamb and her mother in 


a lambing pen or claiming pan 
made of two hurdles hinged to- 
gether. There will be fewer dis- 
owned lambs, and you can feed 
.he ewe more carefully. The ewe 
ought to get very little grain for 
he firsc two or three days. 
When the lambs reach two weeks 


of age, give them access to a creep, 
vhere you feed them a. simple grain 
mixture until pasture is ready in 
the spring. The creep should have 
openings about eight to 10 inches 
wide. Place it in a sunny corner of 
he barn or shed. Give lambs all 
the grain they will eat, and some

Sprays: 
1. Rotenone—7% pounds of foui

grubs and lice. Treatments for grubs 
should start hi February and be 
epeated at monthly intervals. 
2. LIndane—1% pounds of 25 per 
ent wettable powder plus 10 pounds 
f dry wettable sulfur i to 100 gal- 
ons of spray. Effective on lice and 
mange but will not control grubs. 


3. Methoxychlor—Eight pounds of 
0 per cent wettable power to 100 
•aliens of spray. Good for lice but 
is not effective on grubs or mange. 


Dusts: 
1. Lindane, One per cent—for lice. 
2. Methoxychlor, 10 per cent—for 


ice. 


3. Rotenone-sulrur dust. Mix one 


pound of four to five per cent 
rotenone power with three pounds 
of dry wettable sulfur. Effective on 
joth lice and grubs. For grubs, make 
three applications at monthly inter- 
vals, starting In February. 
-For lice, repeat any treatment in 
0-14 
days. Warning—Do not use 


indane on cattle under six months 
of age. 


Timely. Reminders 


Mid-winter IB the time to plan 


!or new plantings for the home 
garden. Check nursery and seed 
catalogs and select plants adapted 
to the location. 


Where finances are limited, plant- 


jigs for new homes may be spaced 
over a period of years. Shade trees 
usually get preference and may be 
established the first year. The front 
entrance planting can be - selected, 
and the following year, the front 
can be completed. Next the side 
and rear of the house can be 
planted. 


Border planting of shrubs and de- 


velopment of the outdoor living 
room area can follow still later. 


Avoid planting tall-growing types 


of plants for home foundation 
treatments. Tall growing spruces, 
pines, hemlocks, firs and others 
should be avoided. 


For foundation plantings select 


narrow-leaf evergreens. These may 
include Moon's Yew, Dwarf Upright 
Yew, *Hatfield Yew, Intermediate 
Yew, Brown's Yew and dwarf Jap- 
anese Yew. Some outstanding broad- 
leaf evergreens are Convex holly, 
round-leaf Japanese holly, Ameri- 
can holly, hybrid rhododendrons,

Midsouth states yesterday, leaving 
31 dead and about 100 Injured along 
their haphazard path.

struck In Arkansas and Alabama— 
with a" bloody jackpot in Mississip- 
pi.

WIENER GIVES 
GOVERNMENT 


SUIT BACKING 


By FRED B. WALTERS 


PBULADE1/PJHIA !#! — Chairman 


Frank Wiener of the Pennsylvania 
Athletic Commission said .today that 
toe "government is on the right 
foot" to its efforts to press an anti- 
trust suit against the International 
Boxing Club. 


"ThelBC certainly is a monopoly," 


Wiener declared' in an interview. 


He suggested that all the state 


boxing commissions get together, 
with backing of their governors, 
and "limit TV .and the IBC." 


The Supreme Court Monday ruled 


boxing was, subject to anti-trust 
laws. 


Wiener's attack on the IBC was 


made as he revealed that he had 
written to Gov. George M. Leader 
of--Pennsylvania that he "would 
welcome the opportunity to join 
with you and the attorney general' 
in furthering any inquiry" into 
Pennsylvania boxing. 


Leader, backing up a promise 


made in his campaign for office, 
has given his blessing to a probe 
of Pennsylvania boxing asked by 
state Sen. Benjamin R. Donolow, 
a Philadelphia Democrat. 


The feeling in Philadelphia was 


that the Investigation would not 
amount to anything. Several fight 
figures, including Wiener, criti- 
cized ' the present policy of tele- 
vision fights and suggesied a study 
of boxing should begin there, 


No Fraud, Ee Says 


Wiener said in his letter that he 


6 ' was convinced "present laws gov- 


erning boxing are badly in need of 
revision and amendment. . ." He 
said the changes were needed for 


the elimination of undesirables who 
unfortunately plague boxing, not 
only hi Pennsylvania, but through- 
out the nation." 


Weiner said of his commission 


that "we stand no nonsense here."

An idler, many 
would say, but I never could. Eve 
rywhere he went he inspired love 
and admiration, though many mfs 
understood him. Another idler was 
John Muir, who travelled by foo 
to many states and to uninhabited 
regions, sleeping under the stars 
but forever making notes of all 
that he saw and then later putting 
it into print for all mankind. 


Never look upon a person as an 


idler merely because he may b 
sitting upon a park bench, alone 
or listening to someone else whi 
may be devoting much time tc 
idle talk. .The significant idler i* 
the one who is forever thinking, nc 
matter where, he may be. Tha 
fellow Newton, who discovered tb 
valuable law of gravitation, as he 
idled under a tree, and was hi 
oy an apple, is a striking example 
of a man who did some thinking 
as he took a nap!

he AFL. Executive Council in Win- 
er session here as a major step 
toward maintaining the nation's 
purchasing power. 


The council said the revisions 


are particularly needed now be- 
cause the APL expects unemploy-j 
rnent, measured by £he latest gov- 
ernment count as 2,838,000 in De- 
cember, to rise tc. 3 
!/fc to 4 million 


in' February or March. 


Few Hare Heeded 


At present, states pay an aver- 


age *25 per week to workers in- 
sured by the'unemployment Insur- 
ance.system.-Eisenhower has twice 
called oh states to raise the pay- 
ments to equal half a worker's 
regular pay for as Jong as 26 weeks 
or half a year, of unemployment. 


Few states have heeded this ad- 


vice. There have been several a-t- 
tempts to have Congress boost ben- 
efits, including one last year, but 
they have never gotten very far. 


Meanwhile, it was learned tha-t 


•the' 10-million-member AFL has re- 
fused, out of dissatisfaction with 
the policies of 'Secretary of Labor 
Mitchell, to'. appoint a representa- 
tive; to a labor 
; advisory council 


which Mitchell is trying to form. 


The AFL, along with the CIO, 


United Mine Workers and the In- 
dependent railroad unions, were in- 
vited to name representatives to 
the group, which'is to advise Mit- 
chell on labor legislation .and other 
matters.

throughout the year, or a million

An above normal increase among 


the available workers, partly due 
to scheduled reductions in: the mil- 
itary forces, plus new productive 
efficiencies, were listed as reasons 
for the expected hike in the num- 
ber of unemployed. 


The AFL council was expected 


to endorse several steps designed 
to bolster the economy and help 
reduce unemployment. One favor- 
ite AFL antidote Is higher exemp- 
tions to reduce : income tax pay- 
agents among wage earners. An- 
other is to increase the present 
75 cents an hour federal minimum 
wage.

The 1955 economic outlook put 


before the council said that wage 
increases, which it claims unions 
will seek and get in 1955, will help 
buoy consumer purchasing power. 


"The net result." the report said, 


'"will mean a x-ise in consumer 
expenditures. However, u n d e r 
present prospects, the • increase 
will fall far short of the amount 
necessary to develop a high em- 
ployment 
economy similar to 


1953."

HARtROSBURG CW-Senate Repub- 


licans dusted off pigeonholes today 
for House-passed Democratic pro- 
posal for government reorganiza- 
tion and for renewing 400 million 
dollars in existing taxes for an- 
other two years. 


The Democratic-controlled House 


brushed aside GOP opposition to 
approve the two plans last night 
and send them to the Senate. 


Sen. Rowland B. Mahany, Re- 


publican floor leader, hinted broad- 
ly that the plan to give Gov. 
George M. Leader broad reorgan- 
ization powers would likely die In 
the Senate committee. 


And almost in the same breath, 


he forecast that the Republican- 
dominated Senate would do noth- 
ing on the tax program until Lead- 
er is ready to submit his budget 
to the lawmakers. 


The House spent all afternoon 


yesterday debating the government 
reorganization legislation asked by 
the governor as an economy move.

powers for the governor—but not 
so sweeping that they c,ould not 
be blocked by the" Legislature. 


For example, if the "governor 


thought the state Planning Board 
should be abolished he would" sim- 
ply draft a plan carrying out the 
idea and send it to the'Legislature. 


The House or Senate would have 


30 days in which to veto the plan 
If no action is taken, the' board 
automatically would go out 'of 
existence despite its creation under 
a 'specific previous law.

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RED CHINESE 
FLUBBED CHANCE 
TO GET FORMOSA 


By JAMES MAKLOW 


Associated Presi News Analyst 
WASHINGTON. W—The Commu- 


nists, credited with being cunning: 
characters, probably kick them- 
selves for a pair of colossal blun- 
ders: their handling of Formosa 
and Korea. They did it the hard 
way, ,and backwards. 
, 


For six months in. 1950 they evi- 


dently could have taken Formosa 
without American opposition. In- 
stead, they tackled South Korea. 
They might have had both if they 
had worked in reverse. They would 
up with neither. 


Five years »go Formosa was 


wide open to the Red Chinese. 
They had driven Chiang Kai-shek 
there from tije mainland. And 
President Truman said en Jan. 5, 
1950, the United States would not 
defend Chiang. 


Chlanc In Bad Shape 


Chiang was in poor shape to de- 


fend himself. American diplomats 
predicted the fall of the island. 
The way seemed clear. Why then 
didn't the Chinese Communists 
cross the 100 miles of water sep- 
arating Formosa from the main- 
land? 


Since they had just taken over 


the mainland, they may have 
thought they had some homework 
to do first. Perhaps they felt they 
lacked enough equipment for an 
invasion of Formosa. Or perhaps 
they felt they could take- their 
tune. 


Th« United States in the first 


half of 1950 was militarily we»k, 
cutting its armed 
forces' even 


more, »nd showing no signs or In- 
tentions of getting stronger or into 
c fight for Formosa.. The Reds 
let six months pass. 


Truman'* Surpris* 


Then the North Korean Commu- 


nists invaded South Korea In June 
1950. Truman, no doubt to the sur- 
prise of the Reds, put the United 
States into the war and threw the 
7th Fleet into defense of Formosa. 
It has been there since. , 


In the intervening five years the 


American 
mood changed. 
The 


United States decided to'keep For- 
mosa from the Communists. The 
defense of Formosa now is stronger 
than any time since World War II. 
The Reds had missed their main 
chance. 


If they had taken Formosa be- 


fore grabbing for Korea, they 
might have been solidly in the 
island now. And, because of their 
strategic location on Formosa, the 
United States might not have in- 
anyway. 


Why did the Red Chinese and 


the Russians let the Korean Com- 
munists try to take South Korea 
before 
Formosa 
was 
.invaded? 


Probably because at the moment 
it looked like the softer touch.
